(1) These rule* may he called the Auroville Foundation Rules, 1997, 

(2) They shall come Into forco on the data of tholr publication in the

Definitions .«

In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires,- 


(a) “Act" mean# the Auroville Foundation Act, 19th (54 of 14**); 

(b) •'Chairman*' mean# th* Chairman of the Governing Board 
nominated under sub-aeotion (2) of section II; 

(c) "FAMC" means the Funds and Assets Management Commute# 
constituted by Governing Board under subsection (!) of 
section 16; 

(d) " Secretary" means the Secretary to the Foundation appointed 
under subsection (1) of section 15; 

(e) "section " means a section of the Act; 

(f) ''Working Committee" means the Working Committee of the 
Residents' Assembly constituted under section 20; 

(2) All other words and expressions used herein and not defined but 
defined in th# Aurovflle Foundation Act, 1988(54 of 1988) shall have 
th# meaning# respectively assigned to them In that Act. 


3. Casual vacancies Ij the governing Board.- 

( 1 ) Casual vacancy of a member of the Governing Board nominated 
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tin der clause (I) of subsection (l) of sectton II shall arise on 
account of any of the following reasons, namelyi- 

(a) on his death; 

(b) on his resignation; 

(c) If he has become of unsound mind and stands so 

declared by a competent court; 

(d) If he has been adjudged as an Insolvent; 

(e) If he has been convicted for a criminal offence 

Involving moral turpitude; or 

(f) if he falls to attend three consecutive meetings of the 
Governing Board without the leave of the Chairman.

sanction of the Central Government;

(c) subject to the other laws, to enter Into agreements with the Central

Government or Non-Government organisations or 
International Intergovernmental organisations for furtherance of the 
Foundation’s objectives, for implementation of its programmes and for

(f) to construct, alter, extend, modify and maintain any building or buildings

exceeds rupees one crore In any financial year ; 

(I) to sell, transfer, lease or otherwise dispose of any Immovable property 
of the Foundation In consultation with the Working Committee and the 
FAMC t 

Provided that no property of the Foundation shall be sold without 
the previous sanction of the Central Government If Its value Is more 
than rupees five lakhs. 

(2) Where a decision Is required to be taken by the Governing Board In 
consultation wffh the Working Committee or FAMC, then *uch 
consultation shall be completed within a period of sixty days and the 
decision of the Governing Board after such consultation shall be final 
but In emergency matters consultation process may be completed In a 
week's time In consulatlon with working Committee and FAMC, If 
necessary by circulation of papers . 

(3) The Governing Board may with the previous sanction of the Central 
Government borrow, on the security of the properties of Aurovllle or 
any other asset, for carrying out the purposes of the Act In consultation 
with the Working Committee and the FAMC; 

(4) The Governing Board may, by resolution, sanction any expenditure or 
authorise making of a contract Involving expenditure not Inconsistent 
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with the condition! of grant from the funds avallable at the '■'hemal 
of tht Foundation in the performance of Itt functionsi 

Provided that tht Governing Board shall not enter Into any 
contract involving expenditure fn excess of Rupees one lakh or

(a) Finance Committee constituted by the Governing Board under sub•

(k) furnish to the Central Government the statements and other 
papers required to be laid before the Houses of Parliament under 
the Act;

(1) Subject to the provisions of sub-section (4) of the section II and these 
rules, the Governing board may associate with It any persons whose 
assistance or advice It may, desire In complying wtth any of the 
provisions of the Act;

Provided that no such person shall be paid any allowance In excess of 
such rates specified except with the prior approval of th« Central 
Government, 

6. Resident’s Register 

(1) The Secretary shall, In accordance with the provisions of sub-section (2) 
of section 18, maintain a register of residents of Auravllle who are of 
eighteen years and above of age and are entitled to have their names 
entered In the register. 

(2) The register of residents of Aurovtlle shall be maintained in two Parts, 
namely, Part I and Part II. 

(3) Part I of the register shall contain, all the names of residents Included 
In the register maintained by the Administrator appointed under sectloh 
5 of ifAm Aurovtlle (Emergency Provisions) Act, 1980 (59 of 1980) and 
Pail II shall contain the names and other particulars of residents 
subsequently admitted to the register as residents of Aurovtlle. 

(4) Part II of the Register of residents shall be In Form A appended to 
these rules. 

(5) The Register shall, at all reasonable times be open for Inspection by 
the members of the Residents' Assembly and any member of the 
Raside,.is’ Assembly desirous of obtaining a copy of extracts from it 
may apply ro the Secretary showing the reasons for such application. 

(6) The Secretary shall, upon receipt of an application under sub-rule(S), 
issue a copy of extracts from the register. 

9. Registration of residents 


(I) A resident of Aurovllle admitted to Aurovtlle under the terms of sub- 
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Miction (2) of Miction 19 and who Im of thi age of eighteen yiors or 
above at on thi dale of application may Mtibmit an application In Form 
B apptndid to thin ruliM to thi Sicntary for registering hfe namt In 
thi rigiitir of niidints. 

(2) Every application tubmlttid under sub-rule (1) shall bi verified In the 
manner spicified In fh« aforesaid Form. 

(3) On receipt of an application under *ub.ru/« (I), the Secretary shall issue 
a receipt to the applicant and process the application as per the 
directions of the Residents’ Assembly and the regulations made by the 
Governing Board under section 32. 

10, Funds of the Foundation ■- 

(I) The funds of fh« Foundation shall consist of 


(a) grants, loans and other monies sanctioned by the Central 
Government for the purpose of enabling the Foundation to 
discharge its functions under the Act; 

(b) contribution to the Foundation received from other sources; 

(c) income from the assets of the Foundation; 

(d) borrowing on the security of fh* Aurovtlle Foundation or any 
other asset as allowed by the Central Government; and 

(e) receipt of fft« Foundation from other sources. 


(2) (1) All monies received shall be deposited in one or more accounts 

at the State Bank of India or Its subsidiaries or any other 
scheduled bank approved in this behalf by the Central 
Government. 


(II) All funds shall be paid into the Foundation’s amounts with the 
Bank and shall not be withdrawn except through a ch~ .ue signed 
by such authorised person(s) as may be duly empowered in this 
behalf by the Governing Board upto such limits and for purposes 
to be specified in the regulations. 

(Hi) Approval of the Central Government shall be obtained for 
depositing monies received in Banks other than scheduled 
Banks. 
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11. Profctlon of AyrovHlt now and symbol. - 

In pursuance of the Act, the name or the tymbol of Avrovtlle shall not b« 
utilised for any mark, name, brand name, patents, licence or trod* mark of any tort 
for any commercial or nan<ommerclal purpose unless ft* utilisation hat b**n opprov*d 
by the Oovernlng Board in eonfultatlon with the Working Committee.
